rid and Pemiscot Counties with 
the 
thefts of three automobiles, a filling 
station robbery, holdup of 
a negro 
crap game, a private highway robbery 
party, and the stealing of an 
auto, 
clothing, and rings from a swimming 
party—the swimmers walked home in 
their respective bathing suits. 
Miller and Carr, or Ray are “home 
town” boys, being natives of Hartzell 
and Portageville, respectively. 
For 
months their activities had 
rankled 
officers who seemed always one jump 
behind. 
On the night of July 23, last Thurs­ 
day, a possee of about fifty men, in­ 
cluding night marshal Jim Whitledge, 
had the pair surrounded in a vacant 
huuse near Gideon, New Madrid coun­ 
ty. 
The possee split into two half­ 
moon groups, and Jim, armed with a 
12-gauge pump gun stalked to 
the 
rear of the shack to rout the rascals 
out. 
As he reached the back steps,
